Vaile still voting "no," the 
city council last night passed 
Dixpn's 1952-53 appropriation 
calling for a general $10,000 
budget reduction. 


Vaile, who last year spent J82,- 


434—more than $12,000 over his 
1951 appropriation—refused to give 
his approval to the new budget on 
the grounds that the $49,923 award- 
ed to the street department "would 
not pay for the services the people 
wanted." 


The total appropriation calls for 


$404,548 as compared with an ap- 
propriation of $414,815 for 1951. 


Plowman Talks 


And while the street commis- 


sioner did not talk the council into 
upping his appropriation, he did 
talk Finance Commissioner Carl 
Plowman into backing up his state- 
ment of last week'that Vaile re- 
ceived almost as much this year 
as he had previous years. 


Plowman, armed with figures 


running as far back as 1948. cited 
previous street department spend- 
ing. And, said Plowman, with $7,- 
000 in motor fuel tax 
money, 


Vaile's 1952-53 appropriation should 
match those of previous years. 


Cites Figures 


In 1948-49, Plowman said, Vaile 


spent $46,193; in 1949-50 he dis- 
bursed $44,619; and in 1950-51 he 
used $50,550. Last year, claimed 
the finance commissioner, Vaile 
spent $82,434 for the streets (the 
appropriation was $70,298) zut $25,- 
973 of that was for items no longer 
needed on this year's economy bud- 
get.

Baruch Urges Broad 
Overhauling in U.S. 
Defense Planning 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


Bernard M. Baruch told sena- 
tors today that more than 20 
billion dollars is being wasted 
on the defense program, be- 
cause of what he called need- 
less inflation. 


He urged a broad overhauling 


of the multi-billion dollar deferde 
effort with emphasis on faster pro- 
duction of aircraft, tanks, guns, 
and other weapons of war. 


Baruch, 
81-year-old 
financier 


and ex-adviser to presidents, tes- 
tified at an opening hearing of the 
senate preparedness subcommit- 
tee. 


Urges Greater Power 


In a prepared statement, Ba- 


ruch joined forces with members 
of congress who have been-urging 
greater air power to match and 
outstrip Soviet Russia's. 


Through a series of questions, 


Baruch took pot shots at President 
Truman, the state department and 
others on diplomatic, defense and 
domestic issues. 


Without mentioning Truman by 


name Baruch protested the White 
House decision to delay or stretch- 
out the program for a 143-wing air 
force.

And he opposed bringing West- 


ern Germany into the North At- 
lantic treaty organization 
until 


Western Europe is armed and able 
"to forestall any Soviet coup." 


He also questioned the adminis- 


tration decision to build up pro- 
duction capacity of defense plants 
rather than speed production of 
the actual weapons. 


Soviets Hold Edge 


"No decisive victory in the cold 


war is-possible as long as the So- 
viets hold as terrifying an edge in 
military readiness over the West 
as they do today," he said."

Sensible Compromise Can Give 
Public Majority Voice on WSB 


The senate banking committee's proposal to strip the 


Wage Stabilization Board of its present broad jurisdiction in 
labor disputes and reconstitute it without either labor or in- 
dustry representatives seems headed for heavy trouble. 


The existing board has balanced representation from the 


public, industry and labor. In the view of many in congress, 
this has not produced recommendations in the general public 
interest. The voice given to the contending parties to labor 
disputes has, they feel, been too great. 


The"' senate committee's answer is to propose a board 


composed entirely of public members, on the theory that thus 
the public outlook will dominate any recommendations made. 


Naturally organized labor will combat this measure with 


all its energy. Conceivably, industry also might object. The 
complaint is simple: no representation means inadequate con- 
sideration for the contenders' viewpoints.

An alternative idea that has gained some support in 


Washington is to have a five-member board with three public 
representatives and one each from labor and industry. This 
Arrangement still would assure a majority of public members 
without denying some representation to the chief contestants 
in disputes.

lince it falls between the somewhat extreme senate version 
ind the present balanced board. But the plan may have more 
than that to recommend it.

Here we go again with 
the 


usual early summer crop of sun- 
worshippers who don't have enough 
sense to know when enough is 
enough. 


Invariably, after the first sunny 


Sunday or holiday of early sum- 
mer, a few shinging lights appear 
in almost every office with bright 
red skins and blisters, showing 
their lack of good sense in expos- 
ing themselves to the sun the day 
before. 


Notice, too, how often it is' the 


same ones who burned themselves 
the year before and ought to have 
known better, but just never seem 
to learn. 


A severe sunburn can be danger- 


ous. 
Furthermore, sunburn is no 


aid to health. True, the sun's rays 
are necessary for the growth of 
plants and help in maintaining the 
health and well-being of human 
beings and animals. 


One of the benefits which the 


sun can give is to aid the human 
skin to produce a substance called 
vitamin D, which is necessary for 
complete good health and which 
prevents rickets in children. 


A brown, tanned color is the re- 


sult of the deposit of a pigment or 
coloring matter in the skin called 
melanin. This helps to protect the 
body against getting too much 
from the sun's rays. When the skin 
becomes pale it means that there 
is not much melanin present. 


Melanin does not flow to the 


skin at once on exposure to sun 
but takes time. A white skin, there 
fore, is not as well 
protected 


against the sun as it is when gooc 
tanning'is present. 


Until the skin is protected in 


this way it can be burned by the 
sun in almost exactly the sam 
way that it can be burned by any 
other hot substance. 


When the skin is burned by su 


the outer layers are killed nn 
have to be replaced from the layer 
below. After a severe sunburn, fo 


xamplc, the outer layers arc shed 
n sheets and pull off. 


The dead outer layers do not 
et any benefit from the sun and 
dually prevent some of the good 
vhich is desired.

People who are not accustomed 
o much sunlight and do not 
how tanning should be careful 
tbout the first few exposures. Fall- 
ng asleep in the sun is particu-. 
arly risky. 


A number of ointments or lo- 
ions can be placed on the skin and 
vill protect somewhat against rays 
if the sun and piomote tanning 
•ather than burning, but someone 
vith a pale skin should not put 
oo much reliance on them.

ure. It completely fascinates you. 
It is artistic. It is beautiful. It i* 
sometimes called the bell tower 
'and that is really what it is. The 
erection was begun in 1174 by"a 
Pisa architect who continued till 
taken over by another 
builder 


about 1260 and completed in 1380. 
If is built entirely of white marble. 
It is 14 feet out of the perpendicu- 
lar. That gives it the name Lean- 
ing Tower. We were told that some 
imperfection 
of 
the 
foundation 


caused the edifice to lean on one 
side before the tower had reached 
the third story and that the archi- 
tect tried to correct the deficiency 
by giving an inclination in the op- 
posite direction to the upper part. 
It didn't work. I'm glad it didn't. 
'Tis far more exciting and inter- 
esting and 'tis the leaning that 
brings thousands of tourists. It is 
classic. An inside staircase of 293 
marble steps leads to the summit 
which commands a fine view of 
both land and sea. The tower is 
circular and built in tiers that are 
beautiful. Each tier grows some- 
what narrower and each tier has 
a continuous circle of pillars arch- 
ed and ornamented at the top. Do 
not know how my description 
sounds to you all. Maybe just as 
clear as mud. At any rate I have 
some nice colored postcards you 
can see; also Mrs. Walgreen has 
taken snap shots and of course she 
climbed the marble staircase (293 
steps). 


We visited the cathedral built of 


white marble. Alternated courses 
of black and colored marble being 
introduced. It is old, started in 
1063 and finished in 1113. I was not 
unmindful of a gorgeous pair of 
bronze doors that gave great dis- 


tinction to the building. The interi- 
or of the cathedral is of great 
beauty. 
Many 
many 
priceless 


paintings are to be seen. The mar- 
ble pulpit I cannot let go unment- 
ioned. It was magnificent and said 
to be one of Giovanni's most im- 
portant works. Composed of col- 
umns, marble statues, fine carv- 
ings of figures in the deep marble 
frieze; really too intricate to prop- 
erly describe at a glance. 


Another building of interest is 


the Campo Santo, also old, of the 
12th centiiry. The main part is 
centered with a cloister joining it 
on each side. It has an area of 
about 400 feet in length and 120 
wide. A larger dome is on the 
center building. The great idle 
space of land between the cloisters 
is said to have been filled with 
earth brought from the Holy Land. 
Frescoes on the walls completely 
cover same and are of the 14th 
century. 


We x'isited the Baptistery. Our 


guide with pride went into details 
to tell us of this sacred place. In 
construction it is round and dome 
shaped and very ornate in its fine 
carvings. The 
marble is snow 


white. I would call it a perfect gem. 
The inside was equally as pleasing. 
The pulpit was of marble, elabor- 
ately carved, every inch of it the 
pillars were said to be famous and 
of the 12th century. A large marble 
font was worthy of notice. Beauti- 
ful windows -of mosaic attracted 
our attention. Our first introduct- 
ion to anything of the kind. 


How wonderful that these treas- 


ures have been preserved through 
the ages and still to be admired by 
all that come their way.

James J. McElroy Again Target of Pegler; Review Given 


of Criminal Record of Timothy F. Flynn

I have already exposed the falsity of a broadcast by James J. Mc- 


Elroy secretary-treasurer of the New York Association of Catholic

I call attention to the important fact 
that McElroy told the people who listened to him nothing about the 
criminal record of this strong-arm goon who qualified for a domi- 
nant but irresponsible civic and political power over a vast portion 
of our nation and many millions of our people by a career as a 
burglar and jailbird. 


Timothy F. Flynn's FBI number is 84040. Records in the de- 


partment of public safety of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
show that he began his career of crime with an arrest'in March, 1918, 
when he was 15 years old. He became well known to the Worcester 
police, some of whom still remember him, personally, under a filthy 
nickname which does not appear in any of the records, however. 
The charge in this first arrest was breaking and entering and lar- 
ceny. Flynn was placed on probation by order of the district court. 
For violation of probation, he would have been sent to the Lyman 
School for Boys for an indefinite term. 


On September 15, 1919, in the Worcester district court, Flynn was 


sentenced to the Shirley school for an indefinite term, for attempting 
to break and enter with intent to steal. An appeal is noted in the 
files of the department of public safety of the commonwealth. 


On Oct. 20, 1920, Flynn was arrested in Worcester on a charge 


of larceny. He was delivered to the police of Hudson, Mass., who 
had a warrant accusing him of stealing an automobile. On Nov. 29. 
1920, 
in the Middlesex superior court. 
He was sentenced to 18 


months in the house of correction. 
On Feb. 8, 1921, Flynn was 


transferred to the Massachusetts reformatory at Concord. 


On Aug. 8, 1923, Flynn was arrested in Worcester charged with 


burglary. The superior court sentenced him to serve from 2'/4 to 3 
years in Chnrlestown prison. He was paroled on April 11, 1926. 


On March 9, 1930, Flynn was arrested in Worcester for being 


drunk, but the charge was dismissed. On March 25, 1931, he was 
again charged with being drunk and the case was "filed." a term 
which means approximately "not guilty but don't do it again." On 
Nov. 
18, 1933, Flynn was charged with bootlegging and fined $50. 


He appealed and on Jan. 25. 1934, a jury acquitted him. 
. The criminal union insurrec- 
tions were beginning to trouble the 
country in 1934 when Flynn had 
his last known adventure with the 
police in vulgar routine criminal

matters. He was pinched on April 
26, 1934, charged with larceny by 
means of the punch-board racket. 
The owners of two taverns in a 
small Massachusetts town charged 
that a stranger had sold each res- 
taurant a punch-board with odds 
in favor of the proprietor. One 
complainant said two men came to 
his place and punched out $40 in 
winning numbers which 
he had 


tp pay. The other said two men 
showed up «t his place about two 
weeks after he bought his punch- 
board and punched oiit $25 which 
he paid. The "investigation rec- 
ord" of the state police says both 
victims "identified Flynn as one 
of the two men who came to their 
store and played the punrhboard." 


The punch-board racket as known 


to many state police goes-thus: 
Strangers sell the boards to way- 
side tavern keepers for so cents 
each nnd tell the buyers where the 
big winning numbers arc. The 
suggestion is that the tavern keep- 
ers will protect themselves 
by 


punching out these numbers. But 
later, casual strangers buy a few 
gallons of gas or a sandwich, idly 


punch out numbers calling for big 
cash prizes, collect their money 
and disappear. The big winners 
are duplicated and the sellers 
know where the hidden duplicates 
are. The file in the record of the 
state police says: "Warrant dis- 
missed on Jan. 28, 1936. Complain- 
ant did not wish to prosecute. Case 
closed." 


Dorothy Flynn sued Timothy F. 


Flynn for a divorce in Decembere 
1938, 
charging non-support and 


cruelty. It was a very dirty case 
Mrs. Flynn got the decree with 
custody of their daughter, excepi 
from Friday evening to Sunday 
evening.

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Government Expected to Increase Food Prices Tonight 


Penny Increase 
Likely on Long 
list of Items 
Distribution Groups 
Blast OPS»for Use 
Of 'Scare Tactics* 
WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


The government is expected 
to announce tonight ceiling 
price boosts of about a penny 
each for a wide range of food 
items. 
' That's how much the office of 
price stabilization (OPS) estimated 
the increases would bring to the 
grocer. It" said'the nation's food 
bill would go up about 100 million 
dollars a year under the new ceil- 
ings. 


Could Cost Nickel 


Four food distribution groups 


said that if the grocers got all ceil- 
ing boosts they are seeking it 
would cost the consumer only about 
five cents a week per person. 


"OPS is using scare tactics in an 


effort to perpetuate controls," said 
a statement by the National Asso- 
ciation of Retail Grocers, the Co- 
operative 
Food 
Distributors of 


America, the National Association 
of Food Chains and the Super Mar- 
ket Institute. 


"The public should understand 


that competition is the factor to- 
day which is keeping food prices 
down," the statement said. "OPS 
has little or nothing to do with it. 
More than 50 per cent of all the 
foods sold today in grocery stores 
are below ceilings. 


OPS officials said the ceiling 


price increases are necessary be- 
cause earnings of the grocers have 
declined. 


Items Listed 


Affected by the higher margins 


and ceilings will be some of the 
Items in this wide range of foods: 


Dry cereals, canned vegetables 


and soups, pickles, vinegar, olives, 
most canned meats and processed 
fish such as smoked fish and her- 
ring, oleomargarine, cookies and 
crackers, frozen foods, jams and 
jellies, canned fruits and others. 
Tuna and salmon are not included. 


OPS officials said for the most 


part the increases would run about 
a penny per item. On some larger 
cans or items and on more expen- 
sive quality foods the higher mar- 
gins can mean ceiling rises of two 
cents or slightly more. Although 
overall margins will be higher, 
they said in some cases it may not 
mean an Increase on an individual

UN Proposes

Army Limit 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y.—(AP) 


—The Western Big Three powers 
have agreed upon a proposal to set 
a ceiling of 1% million men each 
for the armed forces of the Soviet 
Union, the United States and China 
—provided that all three and the 
United Nations concur. 


This proposal is scheduled to be 


presented late today to the U. N. 
disarmament commission. It is the 
West's answer to Russia's demand 
for a flat one-third reduction of 
all armed forces of the Big Powers. 


The paper makes it clear that 


the ceiling will not become effec- 
tive until and unless it is agreed 
upon by the powers concerned and 
by the United Nations. It also calls 
for strict safeguards to see that 
no one violates the limits.

Government in 
Agriculture Is 
Menace, Claim 


CHAMPAIGN—(AP)—The retir- 


ng dean of the University of Illi- 
nois college of agriculture says 
'there is a lot*of hocus pocus in 
urrent political concern for agri- 
culture." 


H. P. Rusk, a member of the 


university's faculty since 1910 and 
dean of the college of agriculture 
since 1939, was guest of honor last 
night at a farewell dinner given by 
college associates. 


He reviewed the progress of ag- 


riculture since he first became as- 
sociated with the university in a 
,alk following the dinner. 


"The rapid development of gov- 


ernment-sponsored farm programs 
to ameliorate the plight of agricul- 
ture during the great depression of 
the thirties and their continuance 
and expansion after the emergency 
had passed poses some highly con- 
troversial questions," Rusk said. 


He said most other parts of the 


nation's economy also are "sub- 
jected to the growing demands of 
bureaucracy." 


"But in no other area of our na- 


tional life will the firm establish- 
ment of government as master be 
so potent in undermining the great 
traditions of freedom and democra- 
cy as in agriculture. 


"When the production and dis- 


tribution of the primary necessi- 
ties of life come under permanent 
bureaucratic domination the tradi- 
tional American concept of democ- 
racy and individual freedom will 
be on. the way out if not irretriev- 
ably lost," Rusk asserted.

4 WASHINGTON - (AP) - 'the 


house public works committee has 
been told that diversion of addition- 
al water through the Chicago sani- 
tary canal would have little effect 
on the high level of Lake Michigan. 


Rep. Ford (R-Mich) said yester- 


day army engineers have esti- 
mated that diversion of more water 
would lower the lake level only 
about one inch. Levels five or six 
feet above average reportedly are 


pausing millions of dollars damage 


to lake-front property. 


The committee is considering 


proposed bills to increase diversion 
of Lake Michigan water through 
the sanitary canal from 1,500 cubic 
feet per second to 3,500 cubic feet. 


Rep. Sheehan (R-I11) said Chica- 


goans favor increased diversion of 
water at Chicago to help control 
the lake level and purify the Illinois 
waterway, but Reps. Mason (R- 


011) and Simpson (R-I11) opposed 


the proposed bills. 


Mason described "the Illinois river 


as "the greatest open sewer in the 
world." He said residents along 
the Illinois do not want an in- 
creased flow of water and sewage 
from Chicago. 


Milo W. Nelson, Peoria city coun-

FBI WillReturn 588Slots It 
Seized in Down state Clean-Up 


SPRINGFIELD-(AP)—U. S. At-1 dealers to register with the U. 3. 


Howard L. Doyle said last 


night that federal authorities are 
returning 588 slot machines seized 
by the FBI in downstate Illinois 
raids during March. 


• Permission will be sought from 
the U. S. district court at Spring- 
field to destroy about 300 other 
slot machines confiscated in the 
same series of forays, he said. 


Doyle said that under three fed- 


court decisions subsequent to 
raids he lacks grounds for 


seeking destruction of the ma- 
chines being given back. 


Interpret "Dealer" 


The decisions, made by judges 


in Maryland, Kentucky and Louis- 
iana, interpreted the word "dealer" 
as' used in the Johnson Act under 
which the seizures were made. 


The district court m Baltimore 


held that a dealer is one who 
j'buys and sells a commodity in 
the usual course of trade." It ruled 
that a person who "owns, places 
out for play on a rental or percent- 
age basis and repairs his own 
gambling machines, but does not 
sell them, is not a dealer," Doyle 
quoted the opinion. 


He said that "mere possession" 


is not enough under federal law 
to provide a legal basis for de- 
truction of a slot machine. 


-Must Kegis-tcr 


The Johnson Act. adopted by 


congress in 1951, prohibits inter- 
state shipment of gambling devices 
and requires manufacturers and 


allot ney general. 


Of the machines to' be returned, 


135 already have been claimed by 
their owners and removed from 
bonded warehouses where they 
were stored afler the FBI nabbed 
them, Doyle said. 


Letters covering each case are 


being sent to the FBI. A copy 
goes to the U. S. marshal, cus- 
todian of these slot machines while 
in federal hands, authorizing him 
to turn the machines In exchange 
for a written receipt from the 
owner. 


Doyle said the letter instructs 


the marshal to notify the state's 
attorney, or other appropriate lo- 
cal law enforcement official, of the 
government's action. 


1.341 .Machines 


On March 5. FBI agents seized 


1,241 slot machines from ware- 
houses, taverns, fraternal and vet- 
erans organizations, and country 
clubs in and around 19 cities. 


They followed up in the next few 


days with raids in other commu- 
nities .that brought in between 600 
and 700 additional gambling de- 
vices. 
The agents ranged from 


the far south in Illinois to Rock 
Island, 


More than half of the seizures 


were made within jurisdiction of 
the federal court at Danville, a dif- 
ferent judicial dislrict.

The New York and 
Pittsburgh consulates of the Czech 
government, along with the embas- 
sy in Washington, were described 
as key links in the Red spy net- 
work. 


The Czech consulates in New 


York, Pittsburgh and- Cleveland 
were closed by U. S. order in May, 
1950, 
as a result of restrictions 


placed on American officials in 
Czechoslovakia. This left only the 
embassy in operation. 


Tells of Trip 


Miss Svoboda testified that Munk 


told her in 1949 he had been on a 
'very interesting" trip to Mexico 
where "he met his cousin, who was 
able to give him some information 
on atomic energy." This point was 
not developed. 


Cvetic, a frequent witness before 


congressional committees, said a 
majority of the members of the 
nationality commission of the Com- 
munist party—a top-level group of 
Red agents which tried to influ- 
ence American policy—are still in 
this country.

310 Will Die Over Weekend 
As 35 Million Take Highways 


CHICAGO—(AP)—The National Safety Council es- 


timates 310 Americans will die in traffic accidents during 
the Memorial Day week-end—if motorists fail to drive 
with extra caution. 
The council said today it expects the roads and high- 


ways to be jammed with more than 35 million vehicles. 


The grim estimation of fatalities was made for a 


three-day holiday period—from 6 p. m. Thursday to mid- 
night Sunday. 
Friday is Memorial day. Memorial day fell on Wed- 


nesday last year, and it was a one-day holiday. Traffic 
deaths then numbered only 84. a post-war low. Fifty 
lives were lost in other types of accidents, and the total 
for the day was 134. 


The council urges all drivers to: "Honor the dead 


by protecting the living." It also requests them to take 
this pledge: 


1. To make sure my car is in safe mechanical con- 


dition. 


2. To start a trip in plenty of time. 
3. To keep my speed down so that the car is under 


control at all times. 
4. To pass other cars only if there is plenty of room. 


5. To stay far enough behind other cars so that I can 


stop if an emergency arises. 


6. To keep my temper, to be courteous and patient 


in heavy traffic. 


7. To refrain from drinking before driving. 
8. To stop and rest whenever over-tired or sleepy.

ROME—(AP)—Fiercely Nation-

The rapidly rising party is the 


Italian Social Movement (MSI), 
which believes in Mussolini's cor- 
porate state in open defiance of 
Italian constitutional bans on re- 
surgent Fascism. 


It teamed with the diehard Ital- 


ian Monarchist party—whose pre- 
war king played straight man for 
II Duce—to pull the biggest sur- 
prise of the Sunday-Monday elec- 
tions in 2,400 Italian towns and 26 
provinces. 


While Premier Alcide De Gaspe- 


ri's pro-Western Christian Demo- 
crat' government majority bloc 
was winning in Rome, the MSI- 
Monarchist alliance seized control 
of the provincial and city councils 
of Naples, NATO headquarters for 
southern Europe, and Bari, through 
which, much U. S. arms aid fun- 
nels to Italy. 


Achille Lauro, president of the 


Monarchist party, telegraphed ex- 
iled ex-King Umberto H in Por- 
tugal :
